2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided.

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should be 
limited to a single paragraph and the terms " means" and "said" should be avoided.

4. Claims 2-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, line 2, " the Radio link Control Layer" has no antecedent basis. Similar 
problem exists with the terms " the Medium Access Control layer 11 and " the RLC layer" 
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recited in claim 2; " the respective buffer status" recited in claim 5 : and " the first row or 
column of the table" , " the highest priority transport channel" , and " the second row or 
column the next highest priority channel" recited in claim 6. 

Claims 3,4, and 7-10 are rejected since they depend from claim 2 or 5. 

Claim 2 is not clear since it is not known the metes and bound of the claimed 
invention. Also, it is not known it is an apparatus or method applicant wanted to claim. 

5. Claims 2-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 1 and 11-17 are allowed. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Geile et al. (6,608,835) and Anderson et al. (6,434,137) are all cited to show 
systems which are considered pertinent to the claimed invention.
